Stark panic prevailed on the 
ships of the German merchant 
marine during these past days of 
war crisis, a group of German sea- 
men told me last night. 

Officers and the heads of the 
Nazi Party organizations on the 
ships dared not open their mouths, 
so strongly did they feel the pres- 
sure of world hatred for Hitler's 
war schemes, so accurately did they 
judge the anti-Nazi sentiments of 
the ships’ crews. 

“Ninety per cent of the men on 
the German ships had just one 

thought,” one of them said to me, 
“that he hoped he would be in a 
foreign port when war broke out 
so he would be able to jump 
ship and avold going back to 
fight for Hitler.” 

Much more significant: they de- 
clared that without the slightest 
doubt eighty per cent of the Ger- 
man people were opposed to war.

MOSCOW, Oct. 4.—The question of reorganization of 
the Czechoslovakian government “is being raised on the 
initiative of the leaders of the Czechoslovak Socialist Party, 
close to President Edward Benes, who apparently are striv- 
ing to occupy decisive positions in the projected new Cabi- 
net,” Pravda reports today, from -Prague. 

Special activity is being dis- 


played in this regard,” says the re- 
port in the central organ of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union, “by the group of ‘young- 
sters’ in the leadership, including 
Peter Zenkl, Mayor of Prague, and 
others. 

“A proposal is being put forward 
that the political parties be repre- 
sented in the Cabinet by ‘new, fresh 
forces.’ This proposal is apparently 
directed against Dr. E. Franke, the 
actual leader of the Czechoslovak 
Socialist Party and a member of its 
conservative wing.” 


WOULD CAPITULATE 


“The plan of the Czechoslovak 
Socialists is completely supported by 
the Social Democrats and the 
Czechoslovak Catholic People’s 
Party. (The Socialist Party, of 
which Benes is a member, is with- 
out international affiliation. The 
Czechoslovak Social Democratic 
Party is a member of the Labor and 
Socialist International). 

“The Agrarian Party's attitude to 
the initiative for reorganization of 
the Cabinet, according to the plan 
of the Czechoslovak Socialists, is 
negative. It hopes gradually to re- 
occupy its leading position in the 
Government and realize its plan to 
establish a government with a ‘firm 
hand’ for complete capitulation to 
Germany on all lines of domestic 
and foreign policy. 

“A ‘government with a firm hand’ 
would take revenge on the Com- 
munist Party and all revolutionary 
workers’ organizations, would make 
2 determined attack upon the demo- 
cratic regime and would completely 
capitulate to Germany in future 
foreign policy. 

HODZA PUSHED 


“The idea is prevalent in Agra- 


rian Party circles of appointing 
former Premier Milan Hodza to take 
the place of Kamil Krofta as Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs. 

“The internal political situation

BERLIN, Oct. 4— The entire Jew- 
ish community in the town of Neu- 
wedell, near Berlin, comprising 22 
individuals, has been under arrest 
‘since Sept. 29 on undisclosed 
charges, it was learned here today. 

On Sept. 27, the second day of 
Rosh Ha-shana, the Jewish New 
Year, the community found its 
Synagogue barred by a barbed- wire 
fence bearing the sign, “Jews Not 
| Admitted.” Subsequently, the local 
‘authorities ordered the arrests of 
all the town's Jews.

The Republican Tories Will 


Be Grateful to Norman Thomas 


» During the presidential campaign in 
1936, Norman Thomas considered that his 
main task was aiding the Hearst-picked Lan- 
don-Knox ticket of the Republican Party. 

Thomas was Johnny-on-the-spot in pro- 
widing set-ups, in the form of letters to Lan- 
don, which gave the Tory candidate an op- 
portunity to get off some of his most reac- 
tinary demagogy. The whole tenor of 
Thomas’ 1936 campaign was anti-New Deal, 
anti-progressive. 

Then as now the fundamental issue at 
stake was progress and democracy against 
the forces of reaction and fascism. But there 
is this difference: the issue is even more 
sharp today than in 1936, and far more 
acute. 

What is the issue now? The Vanden- 
bergs, Hoovers, Bartons and O’Connors are 
turning triple somersaults in a frenzied 
campaign to defeat the New Deal, to nullify 
the mandate of the people and to bring 
about a victory in November for the most 
menacing aggregation of reactionaries Wall 
Street has ever afforded. 

Especially because the reactionaries are 
using the wildest demagogy (of the new 
Bruce Barton soft soap variety!), it is neces- 
sary that the issues of the campaign be 
kept clear. 

It is necessary that the main reactionary 
camp be unmasked in order that the people 
may recognize and defeat it. Even more: it 
is necessary that everyone take a prompt 
and uncompromising stand on the side of 
democracy and progress. 

Labor has already shown where it 
stands. Both the American Federation of 
Labor and the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization have repudiated the Tory Repub- 
lican Barton combination, for which Dewey 
is the front._The American Labor Party, to- 
gether with the A. F. of L. and the CIO 
have come out for the Lehman ticket on the 
square issue of supporting the progressive 
New Deal program of President Roosevelt. 

Addressing the A.L.P..convention, Mayor

That Thomas’ statement will be grist to
